Pursuant to regulation 32 of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Regulations 1994 the film 
poster entitled: 

Le Intoccabili 

is Not Approved. 

if approval refused, the reasons for the decision: 

The video slick contains a number of photographs depicting nudity and explicit sexual activity. The 
combination of these photographs is considered to have a high impact and to be degrading and 
dehumanising in the manner of presentation. One photograph depicts a man about to engage in 
anal intercourse with a woman who is lying on her shoulders on the floor with her legs bent behind 
her head and her buttocks positioned straight up in the air. The position of the woman appears to 
be uncomfortable and awkward. The photograph emphasises the woman's buttocks and presents 
her in an impersonal and objectified manner. It is considered to degrade, dehumanise and 
demean the woman to a high degree. Another photograph associates violence with sexual 
conduct by depicting a man strangling a distressed woman, who is naked from the waist up, in a 
sexualised setting. A gun is also visible which appears to be pointed at the man. Although some 
of the photographs on the slick have a 1930's era gangster setting, there is little context to explain 
the action in this photograph. Given the sexually explicit nature of the surrounding photographs, it 
is considered that this photograph encourages the viewer to think that sexual violence is being 
presented for their sexual arousal. 

Given the degrading, dehumanising and demeaning depictions of explicit sexual activity and the 
manner in which violence is associated with sexual conduct, the Classification Office considers 
that if this video slick was submitted under si 3(1) of the Films, Videos, and Publications 
Classification Act 1993, it would be likely to be classified as objectionable. In accordance with 
Regulation 28(3)(a), the video slick is not approved. 

In view of the degrading, dehumanising and demeaning depictions and the manner in which 
violence is associated with sexual conduct, it is considered that the decision to not approve the 
video slick is a reasonable and justified limitation on the freedom expressed in si 4 of the New 
Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990.
